Meeting Minutes of February 25, 2013

Members Present: Mark Bail, Louis Barry, and MargDéwell.

Mr. Barry, Chair, called the meeting to order &80GP.M. and led the meeting with the “Pledge
of Allegiance”.

APPOINTMENTS

Seve Nally: On a motion by Mr. Bail and seconded by Ms. McDdweivas unanimously voted
on to approve Note #438-1 for the $43,280 datedchab, 2013 issued to United Bank with an
interest rate of .5% per annual payment of matudate March 14, 2014. This is for the Library
renovations, SCADA System and Kellogg Hall roofaiep.

Master Plan: The Master Plan for the Town of Granby was preseta the Select Board and the
completed plan is being forwarded to the Plannimgr by the Town Administrator for their
review and acceptance. There are a couple notesdiag the goals, which are missing. The
Town Administrator will notify the Planning Board the missing information.

MSBA and School Committee: West Street School has been invited into MSBAZ 2lay
Eligibility Period. This is an invitation that ibé start of the MSBA’s grant approval process. It
will give Granby Schools a chance to get help imafices, community readiness, and if all steps
are successfully completed, West Street is eligiblean MSBA invitation to the Feasibility
Study.

On a motion by Mr. Bail and seconded by Ms. Muk@ll, it was unanimously voted to give
Mr. Martin the authority to sign the West Streeefakentary School into the MSBA Eligibility
Period. This is the first step in the MSBA Eligibilprocess. The next steps were mentioned, but
no decisions were made on any other step.

Budget Fiscal Year 14: To meet the 5%, Mr. Martin took the landfill dtefrom the Select

Board’s budget and put it in the Landfill Entergrisind. The Finance Committee wants to leave
the $305,000 above minimum, in the budget, to tieals, this year. Mr. Martin does not agree
with this because the schools should go througlsdimee budget cuts, being a town department.



The other option is; to have the town offices gafroperating five days a week to four days a
week. We could potentially try to get an overridesged for the town’s taxes, but with the
country’s, states, and town'’s financial state Marh does not believe that would pass. On that
note, Mr. Martin will try to get that $305,000 deased. The Finance Committee’s logic is that
the school got that override and it should stay thay forever. However, the COA and the
Police Department have had overrides and theyargetting their money anymore.

Mr. Barry asked how the Federal Sequester inggm affect Granby, but Mr. Martin doubts
that it will affect us, right now. The biggest cemec Mr. Martin has towards the federal
government is Obama Care. He is concerned as tarhesk that will cost Granby.

There was unanimous concern about the budgetfauthe Select Board. The money is to be
moved to a different account and Mrs. McDowell &nd Barry do not feel comfortable about
the Select Board not cutting their budget when otlepartments are. Not to mention, that idea
would not save the Town of Granby any money.

The next step is to keep looking it over anythty to get the budget to balance.

CITIZEN PARTICIPATION

Terry Lajoie: Asked the Select Board to sign off on her graoppsal and brought up that the
Select Board needs to ask the Historic District @assion for permission to take down Aldrich
Hall. However, it is a little confusing as to wheeads to be asked first, Historic District
Commission or Town Meeting. However, to get an amrsMrom the Historic District
Commission, they have to get together all of tlee@mbers. Not to mention, the Select Board
needs to submit paperwork to get a certificatelerapplicability for demolition.

The board continued to discuss what paperwbey twould give to the Historic District
Commission and what order to go in (Historic, tAe@wn or Town, then Historic). Also, they
need the deed for Aldrich Hall and they discusskdre they could find it.
